Alert Sneak Thief Gets 
$205 at Garland’s Store 


Russell E. Garland, operating the dry goods 
store at 5-7 Kersting Court, in the heart of Down¬ 
town Sierra Madre, under the title of Better Fabrics, 
Inc., made ready last Wednesday to go to the 
bank. It was shortly before lunch. 

He placed $205 in currency, and 24 cents in coins, 
plus $72.71 in checks—$277.95 in all-in a paper bag 
which he placed on his desk in a small room at the 
rear cut off from the rest of the store by a partition. 

About that time Mr. Garland went to lunch, 
unintentionally leaving the money bag on his desk. 
On returning shortly before 3 p.m. he hurried to his 
office, but bag, cash, coins and checks had disap¬ 
peared. 

An attendant at Bahama Inn in Pasadena dis¬ 
covered the checks in a rubbish pile at the rear of 
that eatery Thursday morning. The $205.24, how¬ 
ever, was gone. 

Acting Police Chief H. S. Embree says it would 
have been easy for the thief to have entered the front 
door, walked behind a screen of dresses and dry 
goods materials on racks in the sales room, entered 
the rear office, pick up the paper money bag and 
leave by the rear door without exciting undue at¬ 
tention.
